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DR. STEPHENS CONTINUES TO WIN. 



The constant rain of Sunday made the going at 
Lakeside yesterday heavy, and mudlarks had the 
call in the betting throughout the afternoon’s 
sport. Not a favorite won, something unusual for 
this track. The betting and crowd were compara- 
tively light although the racing was marked by 
many close and exciting finishes. 

The most important race of the day was the 
fourth, a $500 handicap purse for all ages, at seven 
furlongs. Jordan, on his known liking for a heavy 
track, ’was made an even money favorite, but ran 
an unexpectedly dull race failing to finish in the 
first three. The winner turned up in Dr. Stephens, 
which has run very cqpsistently of late. First 
Andes and then Eva’s Darling showed the way for 
the first half, where Dr. Stephens took an easy com- 
mand.! He appeared to have things his own way 
when a furlong out. but bad to be driven out to the 
limit to stall off Hoodwink’s bid in the last six- 
teenth beating her by a neck. Andes finished third, 
a length back. Hoodwink ran to her best form and 
was'cleverly ridden but hung in the last few strides. 
Andes finished stoutl/. Jordan could not get up at 
any part of the race and was under a hard drive all 
through the last quarter. Banter found the going 
too heavy to run to his best form. Eva’s Darling 
as usual showed early speed. 

The day’s opening race, a five furlongs scramble 
for maiden two-year-olds, was taken by Dr. Worth, 
a rank outsider in the betting. Hickory Corners, 
probably on account of Robbins having the mount, 
Was made red hot favorite, but the best he could do 
was to run third. Marco showed the way to the 
head of the stretch where he was joined by Dr. 
Worth, the two fighting it out hard to the wire 
The latter won by a short head, Marco beating 
Hickory Corners two lenghts for second place. The 
last named made up ground fast in the last quarter 
and finished strongly. In Bond showed early speed 
but was well beaten when entering the final eighth 
Charley Thompson, well ridden by W. Hicks, took 
the second race, a dash of six furlongs for three 
year olds. Ho led by a length for the first quarter, 
where Mayor Johnson displaced him, the latter 
showing the way to the final eighth, where Hicks 
rallied Charley Thompson and ho was soon on even 
terms with Mayor Johnson. From ^hero to the wire 
the two fought it out sharply, Charley Thompson 
winning by a head. Corinno Unland finished an 
indifferent third. She was under a stout drive all 
through the last quarter, Jaubert showed speed, 
but tired rapidly when tne pinch came. St. Tam- 
many was right there for five and a half furlongs. 

Another close finish occurred in the third race, a 
dash of one mile and seventy yards for throe-year 
olds and upward, Basselas beating Moabiua by a 
short margin. Moabina, displaying much ipeed, 
ran Red Apple into early submission and then led 
by a fair margin until just before turning for homo 
where Inspector Shea moved up fast on her, the 
two straightening for the wire on even terms. In 
the last eighth she succeeded in shaking off In- 
spector Shea, but was unable to offset Rassolas’ 
determined bid in the last sixteenth and he beat 
her out a neck. Inspector Shea finished third one 
length back. Moabina swerved toward the inside 
rail in the last thirty yards when Hicks drew his 
whip on her. Little Elkin, making up much 
ground in the final quarter, finished with a rush 
and was passing horses fast at the end. Dodie S. 
also finished strongly. Vulcain ran his usual bad 
race. 

Tom Maybin proved to bo much the best in the 
fifth race, a dash of five and a half furlocgs for 
two-year-olds, being the only winner of the after- 
noon that took his race easily. After running 
Apple fcweet into submission in the first half mile 
ho assumed an easy command and was never in 
trouble thereafter, winning easily by one . length 
from Sarah Maxim, which boat Our Cora one and a 
half lengths for second place. Sarah Maxim 



showed much gameness in the last quarter run 
under a hard drive, but tired all through the clos- 
ing strides. Our Cora tired fast when the pinch 
came, but at that ran to her best form. Glenrice 
never gave her many supporters the faintest sign of 
hope. Apple Sweet tired very fast just after enter- 
ing the stretch run. 

The last race of the day, a one and one-eighth 
miles dash for three-year-olds and upward, resulted 
in a close and stirring finish between Ida V. and 
Banish, the former winning by a short margin. Big 
Injun opened up a big gap on the field in the first 
six furlongs and appeared for a time as if he was 
going to make a runaway race of it, but nearing the 
last quarter he fell away beaten, resigning the lead 
to Ida V. The latter was taken next to the inside rail 
when straightening for home and appeared an easy 
winner when a furlong out, but had to be driven 
out to the limit in the last thirty yards to stall off 
Banish’s determined bid, beating him but a bead 
on the post. Banish beat Silver Fizz two lengths 
for second place. The latter showed great and 
sudden improvement, but tired slightly in the 
sharp last sixteenth struggle. Wing Dance showed 
scant speed and was hopelessly beaten off all the 
way. 

Tbe track at the best this afternoon will be slow 
if not heavy.

On December 8 the Western Jcckey Club will 
allot exclusive racing dates to the various tracks 
which recognize its government, which means all 
the big race tracks in the central west ; in fact, all 
the tracks in the west, bar those of San Francisco. 

P. J. Carmody, promoter of the Missouri Racers 
and Breeders’ Association, which proposes to build a 
new race track near Natural Bridge road and 
Union avenue, will apply for thirty days’ exclusive 
racing at the Western Jockey Club meeting on 
December 8. 

It has been stated that the Western Jockey Club 
would not license or issue dates to any mere tracks 
in any city which already possesses a track aSili- 
ated with the Western Jockey Club, The inference 
is that Mr. Carmody’s proposed track will not 
receive exc’usive racing dates, as there are already 
three Western Jockey Club tracks in St. Louis. 

Mr. Carmody says that he cannot entirely build 
his track until he ascertains the position of the 
Western Jockey Club on the data question. He 
will, he says, do a reasonable amount of work on it 
to show causs \shy he should be given dates. 

Should he fail, and he does r.ot anticipate failure, 
Mr. Carmody says that he will build bis track any- 
how and will seek legislation to arrange dates for 
all race tracks in Missouri, 

Should the jockey club refuse to allow Mr. Car- 
mody dates and should he seek legislation to 
arrange them there may be a wide split between 
Mr. Carmody and the Western Jockey Club, The 
most important law of the Western Jockey Club 
says that any person who seeks to embarrass the 
Western Jockey Club or any of its tracks by invok- 
ing the process of law to settle matters that may be 
in dispute shall be forever barred from favor and 
countenance of the Western Jockey Club. 

The Western Jockey Club cannot prevent Mr. 
Carmody or any one else frem building a race track 
in St. Louis or from racing horses or making books 
on it. 

The only thing the Western Jockey Club could do 
to impede or interfere with Mr. Carmody'wonld bo 
to refuse any horses, owners, jockeys or bookmak- 
ers who might have run, ridden or operated at bis 
proposed track the privilege of subsequently opoi- 
ating on Western Jockey Club tracks. This is what 
is known as ‘'outlawing.” It has proven a potent 
weapon in the past. 

The Delmar track was originally outlawed in this 
manner by the Western Jockey Club and its owners 
were obliged to buy the Fair Grounds to save their 
interests at Delmar from threatened destruction 
by this outlaw rule. Horsemen will hesitate to 
race on one track when, by doing so, they close all 
other western tracks against themselves. 

Mr. Carmody says that ho wants but thirty days 
of racing. He adds that he does not care how the 
other days— the Missouri law allows about 180 rac- 
ing days— are apportioned. The Kinloch people 
are eager to get increased dates. They want sixty 
days, they say. They had thirty last year, fifteen 
in April and fifteen in August. A gentleman con- 
nected with Kinloch said the other day that he 
thought Delmar Park, the Fair Grounds and Kin- 
loch should get a division t f sixty days each. This 
would not leave any days for Mr. Carmody’s pro- 
posed new trsek. When the gentleman’s attention 
was called to this he said : 

‘‘Ob, I do not believe that it will ever be bnilt.” 

Mr. Carmody holds jnst as good an opinion of the 
Kinloch people as they do of him. He says the 
track is too far cut, too limited accommodations, 
and points with pride to the fact that he was the 
only man who ever operated Kinloch racetrack suc- 
cessfully and at a profit, and points out that they 
did not use the dates given them last year until he 
made it possible for them to do so. 

It is said that the Kinloch people are sure of fif- 
teen days racing in the fall and fifteen days in the 
spring, as they had last year. 

The Fair Grounds and Delmar people, having had 
what dates they wanted and expecting what dates 
they want again, are apparently resting easily, 

‘‘ We will ask for pretty much the same dates we 
had last year,” said Mr. Tilles of the Fair Grounds. 
“ We expect to get them, but if we do not we will 
take what we get and be thankful. I do not know 
what the Jockey Club will do with Kinloch, Mr. 
Carmody or any one else. 1 do not know anything 
about the regulation of dates by the Missouri law. 
All I know is that we stand in a good position with 
the laws of the state and the rules of the Western 
Jockey Club, have two good plants in operation, 
that we will obey the laws of Missonri and the rules 
of the Western Jockey Club. Wo will take what 
dates wo get and be satisfied, ruled by state or turf 
organization. ”—bt. Louis Republic. 

8T.tKI£S FILLING WKLL. 

Racing men senerally, whether owners or train- 
ers or members of the great army of racegoers, will 
be pleased to learn that the stakes of the Saratoga 
Racing Association, which c osed on Monday, have 
filled beyond the anticipation of the most sanguine 
member of the association. The stakes were the 
Spina way, of $15,000, for two-yes r-old fillies, to be 
run in 1904; the Great Republic, of$5'‘,C00, to be run 
in 19}>, and the Hoptefal, of $10,000, also to be run in 
19w, for then two-year-olds. Indeed, when all the 



returns are in it would not be surprising to find 
tnat the stakes have the biggest entry lists ever 
made in this country. And this is said with 
foil knowledge of the fact that the Futurity 
has had something like 1,2C0 or 1,400 entries. The 
Saratoga Association is particularly fortunate in 
having within its own ranks America’s biggest 
breeders and the owners of America’s greatest rac- 
ing stables. Becanse of this fact it would bo 
strange, indeed, if its stakes did not fill to overflow- 
ing. These men have not taken hold of Saratoga 
with the enthusiasm with which a child receives a 
new toy, but they have gone into it with the energy 
of business men who are determined to succeed. If 
big stakes can make a success of a meeting or can 
establish a racing association firmly, then the Sara- 
toga meetings are destined to bo most successful in 
the country, and the Saratoga Association will bo 
America’s strongest racing club. 

The Great Republic Stakes of $;0,000, to be run in 
1905, is not a poor man’s stake. It is not a stake 
for the owner of slender means to tarry with. Ihe 
nomination of a foal to this event will have to pay 
$535 for the privilege of starting, the nominator of 
a yearling $700, and the nominator of a horse two 
years old or upward $900. The foes will make it the 
most costly stake over run in this country, and this 
despite the fact that it is not the richest stake we 
have had. The growing number of wealthy men on 
the turf, however, and the small fee at which breed- 
ers may make nominations, probably will mean an 
increase in these expensive events. Nor is the Hope- 
ful Stakes one for the poor owner to linger with. 
It will cost $il0 to send a horse to the post in this 
event, the foes up to May 1, 1915, amounting to 
$160, and the starting fee being $150. With 
a great majority of owners, it will bo a case of hav- 
ing a mighty good horse or of making a quick de- 
claration. The Great Republic undonbtedly will 
be the richest race for horses three-year-olds and 
upward run in America, although some years must 
elapse before it can rival such races as the Sub- 
urban, Brooklyn and Brighton handicaps in the 
affections of Now Yorkers. For this closing of it 
Mr. Whitney, the president of the association, is 
the biggest nominator, with fifty -six entries. For 
the Hopeful Stakes he has named the produce of 
eighty mares. Other big nominators to these events 
are J. B. Haggin, August Belmont, James R, Keene, 
Mrs. T. H. Carson, H, T. Oxnard, CiHrenco H. Mac- 
kay, Harry K. Knapp, Mrs. Lillian Barnes Allien, 
Frank R. Hitchcock. Andrew Miller and David 
Gideon. 

That new starting barrier introduced at Bennings 
by Mr. Cassidy is not the angelic device wh’ch it 
seemed to be at first flush. On the opening day 
everjbody went into raptures over it. Tuesday 
everybody called it accursed. On the opening day 
it worked smoothly, swiftly, perfectly. Tuesday it 
turned the running of the third race into a howling 
farce by ensnaring about one-half of the field. If it 
had thrown and killed three or four boys it would 
not have been so much of a farce, but that is 
another story. The field numbered twelve horses. 
There was a difference of opinion as to how many 
of them were interfered with, but the impression 
that all suffered was general. Three horses were 
left at the post and the others ran as best they 
could, with the webbing flapping about their heels. 
—Evening Sun. 

GOSSIP OP THK TURF. 

John A. Drake did not pass from the eastern rac- 
ing stage with the passing of the eastern racing 
season of 1902. This breezy westerner intends to 
return to the scene of his triumphs and already is 
laying his p^ans by making nominations for the 
rich stakes to bo decided in this section of the 
country. While here, Mr. Drake was made the un- 
willing victim of a heap of notoriety which he 
scarcely deserved, but he evidently believes that he 
can live it down and make a solid, worthy turf- 
man. For a man of his wealth and his inclinations 
ho was everything but the heavy Dettor which ho 
was pictured as being. Whatever the amount of 
his wagers might mean to some men — equally de- 
serving, but possessed of much less of this world’s 
goods- they did not mean a great deal to him. He 
never was known to be undnly elated because of the 
winning of a wager or nndnly depressed when he 
lost. He was a conservative bettor in the best sense 
of the word. 

Judging his wagers in proportion to his means he 
not only bet trifles but be studied the chances of 
winning and losing with extreme care before plac- 
ing these trifles. His trainer, Enoch Wishard, is a 
man famed in England as well as here for his 
skill, and Wishard’s advice always was sought be- 
fore any wagers worthy of the name was placed. 
The story of Drake’s winnings carried with them 
their own refutation, and for the very good reason 
that it simply wonld have been impossible for him 
to win the money which he is alleged to have won. 
Otherwise, either he or the betting ring wonld have 
had to go out of business.- N. Y. Evening Sun.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

William C. Whitney’s two-year-old colt Acefull 
started for England on a steamship of the Atlantic 
Transport line sailing Saturday. He goes to cap- 
ture the Epsom Derby, the most coveted turf prize 
in the world, and he will have as a travelling com- 
panion the three-year-old Spendthrift colt Slip- 
thrift. Acefull is a speedy, well made colt, 
by John Madden’s sire Mirthful. For a brief 
time this season be reigned as the king 
of the two-year-olds. His decline was as sudden 
and as sensational as his rise. He burst into 
view as a champion at the Sheepshead fall meet- 
ing, but he was tossed from nis pedestal at the fall 
meeting at Morris Park, when he was beaten in the 
Matron and Champagne Stakes. In the Matron his 
defeat was attributed to his aversion to racing 
down the Eclipse course, but the Champagne 
Stakes, at seven furlongs, was run over the Withers 
course, and he was beaten in most decisive 
fashion, after showing the way for six furlongs. 
Acefull is a horse of a sensational turn of speed, 
bnt his high action will be a handicap in races run 
over a distance. He scarcely shapes up like a horse 
that would fancy the Derby route of a mile and a 
half, and many good judges say that he will not get 
that far in first-class company. Acefull, however, 
has a chance to improve, and should it be his good 
fortune to land the blue ribbon of the turf, 
Americans will bail his trinmph with joy. 
Mr, Whitney already has had the pleas- 
ure of having his colors borne to vic- 
tory in the derby, but that was by Volody- 
ovski, an English bred and English owned horse, 
whose racing qualities are leased to him. Should 
he now win with a horse bred in this country and 
owned by himself, his pleasure will bo all the 
greater. That Acefull’s voyage may be a pleasant 
one and his racing career abroad successful, will be 
the wish of American turfmen who recognize in his 
owner a thoroughgoing American sportsman. 

Pink Coat, the American Derby winner in 18'^8, has 
broken down completely and will never be raced 
again. He will be shipped in a day or two to the 
Woodford A Buckner farm, near Paris, Ky,, to go 
into the stud for the season of 1933. Captain 
“Buck” Franklin gave him the very best of atten- 
tion this year, bnt his efforts were not re- 
warded by the brilliant victories hoped fur. 
Pink Coat is seven years old, and is by Leonat- 
ns, out of Alice Brand. He is a grand speci- 
men of the American thoroughbred and 
should prove a success in the stnd. He started just 
twelve times this year, winning bnt once, a $500 
puree at Harlem, on September 4, in which he beat 
Jiminez and Major Dixon. He was twice second, 
twice third and the other seven times out of the 
money. He ran four races at Harlem, seven at 
Worth and one at Latonia, making bis first start in 
the Twentieth Century Handicap at Harlem, which 
was won by Corrigan’s Scintillant II. on Septem- 
ber 1. 

“Danny” Maher is now in second place among the 
list of winning jockeys on the fiat in England and 
“Skeets” Martin has ploughed his way into fourth 
place. In the table compiled from March 17 to 
November 1, Lane heads the list with 151 wins out 
of 731 mounts; Maher has 105 wins out of 447, the 
average of both being better than one out every 
four, but Maher has a trifie the best of Lane in 
figuring on the percentage of wins. Following are

He is booked again 
as a private stallion in 1903. 

It is rumored that W, S. Barnes has a Rainbow 
yearling at Melbourne Stnd which has worked the 
home track faster than any youngster ever trained 
there. Eastern parties were here last week to look 
the youngster over, and a dicker is now on which 
j may result in his sale for a good price. He is said 
to greatly resemble his sire, which was such a high 
I class three-year-old that Richard Croker offered 
' A H. A D. H. Morris $50,0(X) for him after he had 
‘ won the Brooklyn Derby. 



HORSES AT NASHVILLE. 



“The stables at Cumberland Park are filling np 
rapidly, and within a few weeks now the new bams 
in course of erection will be called upon to accom- 
modate their quota of horses that will spend the 
cold months in this vicinity. 

“The stable of William Gerst, the local brewer, 
has arrived from St. Louis in charge of trainer Will 
McDaniels. The string, headed by the two-year- 
olds Fore and Aft and Avoid, has had a most suc- 
cessful season. In fact, Mr. Gerst graduated from 
the ranks of maiden owners this year. He has been 
in the racing game on a small scale for several 
years, and it was not until the spring meeting here 
that his colors were seen in front for the first time,” 
says a letter to Daily America Sunday. 

“However, in the future this will be one of the 
strongest stables campaigned in the west. Besides 
the two-jear-olds, McDaniels is training for the 
local brewer twenty-two yearlings, for which he 
paid $12,000, The string has been strengthened 
considerably and, under the instructions of Mc- 
Daniels. it should be among the best out in 1903. 

“Gerst, like many others, tried to make a small 
investment earn him a reputation on the turf, bnt 
he was not long in finding ont that it takes money 
to collect a racing stable together, and accordingly 
he embarked into the business on a very large 
scale. Aside from his private stable he is the sole 
owner of the Hermitage Stud, which was estab- 
lished back in the early ’90s for the purpose of 
breading and developing high-class harness horses. 

“Since Mr. Gerst took charge of the farm he has 
placed no less than thirty-five thoroughbred brood 
mares on it, ana it is his desire to raise his own ma- 
terial. The only thing that is lacking now to 
make tue plant complete is a first class stallion, 
and it is said that Mr. Gerst has looked the market 
over with the object of buying a good sire. 

“It is Mr. Gerst’s intention to establish a stock 
farm that will rank second to none in Tennessee, 
and it is the opinion of horsemen that he will soon 
become one of the leading breeders of thoroughbred 
horses in this vicinity. 

“Enoch W’ishard got in from Lexington last week 
with fourteen yearlings, the property of John A. 
Drake. The youngsters were broken and tried by 
Dan O’Brien at the Kentucky Association track. 
The lot is composed of some of the finest looking 
youngsters that have been seen here in some time, 
Wishard is very sweet on several of them, and he is 
confident of developing two or three sensational 
two-year-olds. Wishard will try the yearlings this 
weak, after which he will let np on them until thr 
first of the year, when he will prepare some of them*" 
for the big events at Memphis, Nashville and St. 
Louis. The older horses of the stable are progress- 
ing nicely. Savable, the Futurity winner, has 
already commenced to take on flesh, and he looks 
every inch the racehorse that he is. 

“Wishard does not seem to be very mnch of the 
opinion that the son of Salvator will develop into a 
first-class three-year-old. From what can bo learned 
ho favors Von Rouse, and according to well-informed 
tnrfmen he will depend on this horse in most of the 
big three-year-old classics next year. 

“T P. Hayes was hero a few days ago from Chi- 
cago, making arrangements to ship his stable to 
Cumberland Park at the close of the Lakeside 
meeting. He has sold all of his horses in this year’s 
string with the exception of Jordan, Lady Strath- 
more, a couple of two-year-olds and the four year- 
old mare, Algie M., by Hanover — Johnetta, by 
Bramble. Algie M. will be bred to Sain next year. 
Mr Hayes has fifteen yearlings that will be broken 
and raced as two-year-olds in 1903. He expects to 
have a string of about twenty-two horses next year. 

“When Latonia shuts down about 150 bangtails 
will come from there. Fred Cook will bring ihirty 
along, Capt. ‘Buck’ Franklin with ton, Albert 
Franklin with five, Frank Brnhns with ton, 8. E. 
Parmer with six. Ward A Harlan with seven, be- 
sides eovoral others. From present indications 
there will be at least 400 horses hero before the first 
of December. 

“ A rumor has been going the rounds for several 
days that a prominent breeder of Kentucky has 
been negotiating with Joseph Warner for the pur- 
chase of Ornus and Alvoria M., the sire and dam 
respectively of the sensational filly Olefiant. Mr. 
Warner refused to give the name of the gentleman. 
It is understood, however, that the offer was up in 
the thousands, bnt it was refused. 

“Henry Gerhardy, the well known trainer, who 
for the past several years has been handling the 
stable of W. H. Jackson, Jr , the young master of 
Belle Meade, has resigned his position with this 
establishment to accept a similar place with J, B. 
Haggin. Frank Brnhns has been engaged tolflll 
the vacancy.”
